The Story of Calgary 


Calgary was born in the sum¬ 
mer of 1875. A contingent of the 
Royal North West Mounted Police 
set up camp near the confluence of 
the Bow and Elbow rivers. 

The name, Calgary, was chosen 
by Colonel J. F. Macleod command¬ 
ing officer of the “mounties.” The 
name originates in Scotland, is 
Gaelic for “clear running water.” 

For eight years after the first 
camp was established, Calgary was 
only a minor trading post. Fort 
Walsh and Fort Macleod were the 
major centres to the south, with 
Rocky Mountain House active to 
the north. 

Short as the history of Calgary 
may be, it makes a rich and lusty 
story. Reverend Father Lacombe 
was here when the R.N.W.M.P. ar¬ 
rived, already established as a 
friend of the Cree and Blackfoot In¬ 
dians. Just to the west of the newly 
established post, Reverend John 
MacDougall had a home with the 
Stony Indians. Overlooking what 
is now Glenmore Dam, Sam Living¬ 
stone had a cabin up, and a vege¬ 
table garden growing when the 
Mounted Police arrived. 

It was the buffalo hunters, trap¬ 
pers and whiskey traders who were 
responsible for the R.N.W.M. Police 
coming to the west. The country 
was so wild and lawless, the gov¬ 
ernment at Ottawa formed the 
special, Red-coated, military unit 
now famous around the world to 
bring peace and law to the new 
territory. 

In 1883, The Canadian Pacific 
Railway crept into Calgary, and the 
new settlement was on its way. By 


the end of that year, the population 
had reached 600. 

Even the Riel Rebellion in 1885 
did not stunt the growth of the 
town. By 1889, the C.P.R. had ex¬ 
tended a branch line to Edmonton, 
and the population had risen to 
nearly 2,000. By 1891, there were 
3,876 residents, and the town 
boasted such amenities as electric 
lights, and a water system. 

A great ranching industry deve¬ 
loped, with Calgary as one of the 
largest centres of cattle marketing. 
The lush grazing encouraged 
owners of tremendous herds to 
move north from the overgrazed 
United States ranges. A natural 
result was the beginning of the 
now huge meat packing industry 
in the city. 

Free homesteads to settlers 
brought such a rush of pioneers to 
the area that by 1893 Calgary was 
granted a charter as a city. Farm¬ 
ing joined ranching to give the 
city a thriving economy. In 1914, 
when oil was discovered just south, 
at Turner Valley, a new era of 
prosperity began. 

Thru the years, Calgary has con¬ 
tinued to grow, now exceeds a 
quarter of a million population. 
Ranching, farming, oil and indus¬ 
trial development has continued to 
give the city and area a sound 
economy, and the promise of fu¬ 
ture prosperity. 

Warm friendliness and hospi¬ 
tality, a determined tenderness 
about the past and the bright future 
blend together to make Calgary a 
city unique. A city with a history 
— young but full of dignity.

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Climate 


Calgary’s invigorating climate of¬ 
fers moderate rainfall, dry air, light 
snowfall, moderately cold winters 
and "Chinook” winds. The latter 
is a dry westerly wind from the 
Pacific, which has been known to 
raise temperature as much as 50 
degrees in a few hours. This modi¬ 
fies what might otherwise be ex¬ 
tended periods of low temperatures, 
and reduces snow conditions appre¬ 
ciably. 

Low humidity the year around 
moderates both warm and cold con¬ 
ditions. This provides cool evenings 
during the warm mid-summer per¬ 
iods. Most people describe Calgary 
temperature as “exhilarating.” 

With a yearly average of 6 hours 
sunshine a day, Calgary has right¬ 
fully earned the title — “The Sun¬ 
shine City.”

Victoria Park 

Home of the “Greatest Outdoor 
Show on Earth”, the grounds of 
Victoria Park always have some¬ 
thing of interest even when the big 
show is over. The “Corral”, one of 
Canada’s foremost sports arenas 
features a gallery of pictures of 
sporting events back to the early 
days. This fine display lines the 
walls of the entire concourse circl¬ 
ing the main arena area. The “Big 
Four” building is the world’s largest 
curling rink and multi-purpose ex¬ 
hibit building. “Old Fort Calgary” 
takes you back to days when 
pioneers were making the west. 
Horse shows, bull sales, 4-H Club 
activities, sheep, cattle and swine 
shows, horse racing and numerous 
other events are staged regularly 
at Victoria Park. No charge except 
for special events. 
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READER ROCK GARDENS — 

26 Avenue and 2 Street S.E. 

Wandering in profusion over a 
wide area of hillside, this is a horti¬ 
cultural wonderland. Over 2,000 
shrubs, trees, and plants from 
around the world, each carefully 
identified, can be found. Natives of 
Asia and Europe, South Pacific and 
Orient make the park a delight to 
anyone with an interest in horticul¬ 
ture. No charge, of course. 

CALGARY STOCKYARDS — 

21 Avenue at 12 Street S.E. 

A focal point for livestock in the 
west. With daily auctions of the 
finest beef, a major shipping point 
to all areas, the sprawling yards are 
a fascinating spot to anyone with 
an interest in livestock. Over 70 
million dollars a year in stock 
passes through the Calgary Stock- 
yards. 

EREWERY GARDENS 
AND HATCHERY — 

9 Avenue at 15 Street S.E. 

Acres of smooth lawns, shady 
walks and colourful shrubbery sur¬ 
round the largest trout hatchery on 
the continent. Meandering streams 
of clear spring water trickle through 
pool after pool, each containing fish 
of all sizes. A peaceful, relaxing 
spot visited by hundreds of thous¬ 
ands each year, who not only enjoy 
the spectacular surroundings, but 
the natural setting for trout of all 
varieties. Be sure to take your 
camera. 


THE SOUTHERN ALBERTA 
JUBILEE AUDITORIUM 
14 Avenue and 14 Street N.W.

BURNS MEMORIAL GARDENS — 

Natural sandstone, taken from 
the home of one of Calgary’s 
pioneer citizens, Senator Patrick 
Burns, has been used to create this 
unusual and beautiful rock garden. 
Sweeping across the slopes of the 
Technical School grounds from 9A 
Street over the hill, this memorial 
is a mass of color and beauty all 
summer. To see it, simply drive 
north on 9 Street N.W. Just past 
Riley Park, on your left as you drive 
up the hill, is Burns Memorial 
Gardens. Park your car and enjoy 
a stroll through the winding paths 
that lead you through these quaint 
gardens.

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A WELCOME TO ALBERTA

You are following the trails of 
Anthony Henday, Alberta’s first 
tourist. He came a thousand miles 
from Hudson’s Bay to see what Cree 
Indians called “The Shining Moun¬ 
tains”. After spending the 1754-5 
winter in a buffalo skin teepee near 
the present town of Rocky Mountain 
House, Henday returned to his fur 
company employers with a journal 
full of praise for this lovely land. 

It’s worth praising, too. Look at 
the rolling prairies, so scenic from 
Lethbridge to High River and on to 
the hospitable, Stampede city of 
Calgary. Visit the flat lands near 
flower-bedecked Medicine Hat and 
watch sunrises burst in golden 
glory over that splendid nature’s 
freak called The Cypress Hills. See 
the fantastic Badlands, where giant 
Thunder Lizards, or dinosaurs, 
roamed a hundred million years 
ago and left brown bones for us to 
find today. Parklands start at 
beautiful Red Deer, the parklands 
being poplar, birch, and spruce tree 
country that extends far beyond our 
teeming Gateway to the North, 
Alberta’s capital city of Edmonton. 
Veer westward to the foothills; 
Gitchee Manitou spreads a leafy 
cloak of many colors there every 
Autumn at blueberry time. Then 
you must see the Shining Mountains 
— the radiant vista of Banff and 
Jasper and the haunting Waterton 
Park. 


But it isn’t all scenery. 90,000 
farmers and ranchers raise tre¬ 
mendous crops of grain and vast 
herds of cattle in Alberta. Industry 
is booming, mines and forests and 
construction support many workers, 
while under the black loam there is 
oil. Oil is our new wealth, though 
its presence was suspected back in 
fur-trade times. A pioneer named 
Kootenai Brown swapped a pony to 
an Indian for drilling rights, then 
dug a 100 foot hole and cussed his 
luck when he didn’t get a gusher! 

If you want fish to gush about, 
we’ve got six varieties of trout rang¬ 
ing from leaping Rainbows to deep 
fighting Lakers. Ask about the 
whitefish nicknamed ‘grayling’; 
they’re plentiful and go for tiny dry 
flies and bait fished on No. 12 
hooks. Cast metal wobblers and 
spinning lures into waters of the 
farming belt for pike and wall-eyes, 
and there are many lakes where 
youngsters may catch a mess of 
tasty perch. Down north are the 
real whoppers: a Northern Pike that 
hefted 46 pounds was on display in 
an Edmonton store a while back. 

Alberta has fifteen varieties of 
ducks, with the grain-fed mallard 
considered the choicest waterfowl 
prize. Three kinds of geese, zig¬ 
zagging snipe, five types of grouse 
including “bush pa’tridge” and 
mottled Sharp-tails of the bush- 
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land. Imported game birds are 
pheasants and Hungarian par¬ 
tridge. We have snowshoe hares 
and 8-lb. jack rabbils, pronghorn 
antelope, mule deer, northern white- 
tails, mountain sheep and goats, 
elk and moose, the tawny cougars, 
black bear, and monster grizzlies. 
Game is hard hunted nowadays; if 
you’re a shooter, be a sportsman. 

Some people like looking at 
nature. Well, 310 varieties of birds 
are on the Alberta checklist, such 
songsters as Hermit thrush, jingling 
pipits, and rollicking finches. Ad¬ 
mire the bright colors of three kinds 
of hummingbirds, rose-breasted 
grosbeaks, and saucy blue jays, 
while on upper stretches of larger 
rivers you may see a Peregrine Fal¬ 
con swoop at 160 M.P.H.! Notice the 
black-headed gulls that patrol the 
farmfields; each one flies more 
than 300 miles per day in quest of 
food and devours at least 1 insect 
per mile. In fact, Alberta’s birds 
eat 3000 tons of harmful insects 
every single summer day! ... As 
for animals, the 50 varieties include 
busy beavers, whistling marmots, 
black-footed ferrets, and Zapus, the 
mouse that can jump 8 feet. We’ve 
got the largest number of buffaloes 
on the continent, with our finest 
herd living in an unfenced wilder¬ 
ness west of Lake Athabaska. 

Look at the comely wildflowers. 
See the purple hyssop, mentioned in 
The Bible. Oldtime redmen made 
medicinal tea from Hyssop flowers, 
they also concocted a wound-wash 
from the bark of our best known 
berry, the Saskatoon. Now Indians 


collect the yellow roots of Seneca, 
which you’ve probably tasted in 
various cough medicines. 

A million people live in Alberta. 
Good people, too. Oh, there’s an oc¬ 
casional character such as the boot¬ 
legger who got a 6 month jail term 
and coaxed the prison doctors to 
remove his appendix, abscessed 
teeth, tonsils and adenoids, then 
went around bragging about State 
Medicine! Twelve-foot Davis lived 
in the fabulous Peace River country; 
his door was never locked and 
every man was his friend. We have 
the tolerant tradition set by Pat 
Burns, who paid some workmen to 
paint his favorite Catholic Church 
and added: “While you’re at it, go 
paint the Protestant Church too!” 
. . . Best of all are the ordinary 
folks, happy men and women who 
are proud of their families and this 
bountiful homeland. You’ll like 
them. One of them may be the 
smiling lady or fellow who hands 
you this booklet. Be sure to make a 
friend of an Albertan while you are 
here, then you’ll always be Wel¬ 
come Back!

Drive Safely 


Vacation time is accident time. 
A safe vacation is generally the 
result of plans well laid in advance. 
The avoidance of hazard, par¬ 
ticularly in unaccustomed sur¬ 
roundings, is the result of thought¬ 
fulness. On a motor trip, average 
daily mileages are likely to be 
many times normal daily driving 
and accident exposure increases. 
There are ways, of course, to reduce 
this: first — good car condition, 
second — alert driving (“driving 
with traffic”) that is neither too 
slow nor too fast and avoiding peak 
travel hours whenever possible. If 
you are driving in a new city or 
province it is well to remember that 
the majority of drivers you will 
meet are familiar with the country¬ 
side and not as interested in the 
sights as arriving at a destination. 

With time at a premium too many 
people grudge an additional minute 
spent en route. They speed, they 
weave in and out of traffic, they 
take foolish chances. They short¬ 
change themselves on sleep and 
drive when they’re tired. 

The fellow who takes it easy has 
a more pleasant trip. What if he 
has missed a few points of interest 
or has not established any record 
for miles covered per day? He has 


had time to enjoy the country 
through which he drove, and he 
hasn’t worried himself into a 
nervous breakdown or a serious ac¬ 
cident. 

Remember, a vacation is a time 
to enjoy yourself, take it easy and 
get as much pleasure and relaxa¬ 
tion as possible — to iron out ten¬ 
sions so that you’ll get back home 
refreshed. 

Make yours a pleasant, courteous, 
relaxing, and safe vacation trip. 

If you are a visitor to our city of 
Calgary and involved in an accident 
give us a call and we will investi¬ 
gate the accident and assist you in 
any way possible. In any event the 
police should be called under the 
following circumstances: (1) if 
someone has been injured and (2) 
if it is a serious accident.

In case someone is seriously in¬ 
jured, send for an ambulance as 
well as the police. Do not move a 
person who is badly hurt. Just 
keep the injured person warm with 
blankets or coats.

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Historic Sites

Calgary has played an important 
part in the colourful history of 
Alberta and a tribute to its past is 
made through various historic sites 
in the city. One of the most im¬ 
portant events was the arrival of 
the North-West Mounted Police in 
1875. They established Fort Calgary 
and were the founders of the orig¬ 
inal settlement. Their contribution 
is marked by a large stone near the 


original fort in east Calgary and a 
cairn on the grounds of the public 
library. 

Another cairn on the same library 
grounds pays tribute to R. B. Ben¬ 
nett, former Prime Minister of Can¬ 
ada. Mr. Bennett was a pioneer Cal¬ 
gary lawyer and had been active in 
politics in the old Territorial Gov¬ 
ernment.

On the grounds of beautiful St. 
George’s Island stands a building 
which is reputed to be the first 
house in Calgary. It was built of 
drift logs by a pioneer surveyor in 
1883. This stands as a memorial to 
the great pioneers of the past. 

Calgary is also dotted with points 
of historical interest such as Shag- 
anappi point, the Eagle ridge sub¬ 
division which was near the home 
of Calgary’s first settler, the Black- 
foot trail on Nose Creek, the Ed¬ 
monton trail, Fort Macleod trail, the 
pioneer building at the Stampede 
Grounds, and many others. 

In the surrounding district there 
are such sites as the place of Rev. 
George McDoug^ll’s death during a 
buffalo hunt; the location of Morley 
mission, built in 1872; Our Lady of 
Peace mission, built in 1873; the 
first cheese factory built in Alberta; 
the first woollen mill and irrigation 
developments and a number of 
other important locations. 

Some of these sites are marked 
by cairns while others are identi¬ 
fied by highway road signs.

Downtown business construction, 
concealed in the figure 1,915 busi¬ 
ness buildings, accounted for many 
fine edifices. A new post office 
building, dozens of new office struc¬ 
tures, numerous multi-car parking 
ramps actually provide far more of 
the actual results to the economy 
of the city than bare statistics in¬ 
dicate. 


Over 24 thousand private homes 
in ten years is a fair record in it¬ 
self, but the total value of that 
number of houses is astronomical.

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There are many project areas, of 
course, in the total. These are well- 
planned, complete areas. For ex¬ 
ample, the new district of Haysboro 
has 1,630 homes, 5 schools, 5 
churches, 2 shopping centres, 5 ser¬ 
vice stations, and an apartment 
block section to make it a fully 
self-contained area. 

The most significant feature of 
the construction field in Calgary 
has been the new business and of¬ 
fice buildings. Currently under con¬ 
struction is the new Elveden Build¬ 
ing, a 20 storey, air-conditioned of¬ 
fice building. Imperial Oil has just 
completed a 17 million dollar exten¬ 
sion to the Calgary refinery. Fire¬ 
stone Tire and Rubber Company 
have just completed a new 7 million 
dollar factory. A 20 million dollar 
sulphur process plant and a 5 mil¬ 
lion dollar chemical plant addition 
are only some of the many con¬ 
struction jobs that has given Cal¬ 
gary the lead among Canadian 
cities in this field. 

Two prominent house building 
firms in Calgary have reversed the 
usual trend, having branched out 
into home construction in the 
United States. A new shopping 
centre, the largest in Western Can¬ 
ada, was completed two years ago. 
A similar centre is nearing com¬ 
pletion, will be in operation by mid¬ 
summer.

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A city nestled in rolling foothills 
country, with many creeks and 
rivers, and nearby lakes, Calgary 
is an ideal fishing centre. However, 
like any popular fishing area that 
not only has thousands of local 
fishermen, but also attracts added 
thousands of enthusiasts, good fish¬ 
ing spots are where you find them. 

With the world’s largest trout 
hatchery right in Calgary (for de¬ 
tails see Points of Interest), waters 
in all directions around the city 
are stocked regularly. 

There is no closed season on fish¬ 
ing in Alberta. Some waters are 
closed from time to time to permit 
fish to reach maturity, but such are 
always listed in the official regu¬ 
lations. 

The following list gives you an 
idea of the variety of fish to be 
found in the Calgary area. 

Trout, Grayling and Rocky Moun¬ 
tain Whitefish; includes cutthroat, 


rainbow, Kamloops, Loch Leven, 
brown, Dolly Varden, speckled, hy¬ 
brid, Arctic and Montana grayling, 
Rocky Mountain Whitefish. 

Lake trout, meaning salmon or 
Great Lakes trout. 

Pike, Pickerel, Perch, Goldeye. 

Angling permits are required by 
all persons over 16 years of age. 
The annual fee is $1.00 for residents 
and non-residents alike. Be sure 
to ask for your copy of the official 
regulations and maps when pur¬ 
chasing your license. 

Don’t miss a visit to the Trout 
Hatchery (see Points of Interest) on 
your visit. Ardent fishermen of all 
ages are fascinated with the work¬ 
ings of the hatchery, and the many 
live exhibits on display in the pools. 

For more details, directions, or 
maps, call at any information 
centre. Drop in at Hospitality 
Centre, Mewata Park, any time for 
all particulars.

Calgary is a natural stopover on 
the road to Alaska. Superb paved 
highways from every direction con¬ 
verge on Calgary, lead north to the 
fabulous Alaska Highway. Only 
555 miles to Dawson Creek and Mile 
Zero. 

If you have a taste for adventure 
and like driving through wilderness 
country almost untouched by the 
hand of man, then a wonderful 
journey awaits you along the Alas¬ 
ka Highway. 

It’s a long trip — 1,523 miles from 
Mile "O” at Dawson Creek, British 
Columbia to Fairbanks, Alaska — 
but the highway ranks high on the 
list of world renowned vacation 
routes. Some 1,221 miles of the road 
lies in Canada. 

From Dawson Creek, B.C. where 
the road proper starts, you’ll pen¬ 
etrate a land of mystery and en¬ 
chantment. You’ll drive through a 
densely forested Rocky Mountain re¬ 
gion, past silent, tree-lined lakes, 
along spruce and birch-clad river 
valleys where the only sign of 


habitation is small outposts, min¬ 
ing projects and highway construc¬ 
tion camps. 

It’s an exciting, rugged land, rich 
in scenic beauty, and remote from 
civilization; and its a sportman’s 
paradise. 

For anglers, fishing in the swift 
running streams, and in the clear, 
icy northern lakes is a superb sport. 
You may stop along the way and 
try your luck with fighting Arctic 
grayling, northern pike, pickerel, 
lake trout and giant rainbow trout; 
and in season the hunter will find 
moose, deer, bear and other big 
game in abundance. 

Key to a successful and carefree 
highway vacation in the Yukon is 
careful planning. Schedule your 
trip along the Highway for the per¬ 
iod from June to October. At other 
times of the year you may exper¬ 
ience extreme winter cold and dur¬ 
ing spring thaws driving is some¬ 
times uncomfortable and difficult 
for a pleasure trip. The road, how¬ 
ever, is open all year long. 




Along the Rugged Alaska Highway 


The Alaska Highway is not a 
paved road, but a gravelled all- 
weather highway on which dust 
conditions are bound to be encoun¬ 
tered in dry weather. The road 
alignment, grades and sight dis¬ 
tances are good and it is possible 
to average an ordinary day’s driv¬ 
ing on the Highway. You can also 
plan on having up to 20 hours of 
daylight in this country during the 
summer period. 


Mosquitos may be encountered in 
some areas but if you carry a sup¬ 
ply of some of the modern repel¬ 
lents they won’t mar your trip in 
any way. It’s best to remember, 
too, that nights in the northern 


mountain regions can be quite cool, 
even in mid-summer, so if you’re 
planning on camping along the 
Highway, come prepared with a set 
of blankets and some warm cloth¬ 
ing. 

Hotels, stores, meals, gas, oil and 
repairs are available at conven¬ 
ient stops along the entire route, 
and if you like to camp out there’s 
plenty of opportunity, including ten 
prepared camp-grounds with cook¬ 
ing and other facilities in the Yukon 
section. 

It’s all so easy to reach from Cal¬ 
gary. In fact, you can see it all 
from Calgary.

Around the world, air transporta¬ 
tion has increased at an unprece¬ 
dented rate, and Calgary has kept 
pace with the phenomenal expan- 

Calgary Municipal Airport — 
McCall Field — has facilities to 
handle all types of modern aircraft 
— and is already building for types 
still on the planning boards. 

Sitting high on a hill, six miles 
from city centre, there are none of 
the usual power poles, tall build¬ 
ings, telephone lines or obstructions 
so bothersome to many municipal 
airports. 

In 1956, a terminal building was 
opened for operation at McCall 


Field. Looking ahead, planners in¬ 
corporated many unusual features 
in the new terminal.

The largest fleet 
of privately owned aircraft in Can¬ 
ada make Calgary their headquar¬ 
ters. More than 100 non-airline, 
non-military planes are stationed 
in Calgary. Huge hangars, repair 
depots, service operations all main¬ 
tain this fleet of private airplanes 
the year round. The Calgary Fly¬ 
ing Club, over 30 years in operation, 
continues to train and educate in 
the art of aviation. 

Charter operations, too, use 
McCall Field facilities as a base of 


operations. Conventional aircraft 
and helicopter service are both 
available at any hour for charter 
service. 

Foothills Aviation, Chinook Fly¬ 
ing Service, Field Aviation, and 
Spartan Air Services are familiar 
names in the charter and service 
fields in Calgary. 


Calgary will be ready, as aviation 
continues the inexorable march of 
progress, to keep pace with new in¬ 
novations. In fact, Calgary is pre¬ 
pared to maintain the leadership in 
progress among Canadian cities.

Oil and Calgary 




It was 1914 when Calgary first 
knew of the black gold. It was then 
that the Turner Valley Oilfields, 38 
miles southwest of Calgary, came 
into production. Since then, the city 
has solidly consolidated its right to 
the title, “Oil Capital of Canada”. 

Today, nearly 400 firms directly 
connected with the oil industry 
have their headquarters in Calgary. 
The result of this is borne out by 
the fact that while Calgary rates 
ninth in Canada in population, the 
city stands a healthy fifth in an¬ 
nual bank clearings. 

There are oil and gas wells pro¬ 
ducing in many areas of the prov¬ 
ince today, adding a very buoyant 
touch to the economy of the area. 
Natural gas fields surround Cal¬ 
gary, and with a huge program of 
gas export to the United States and 
eastern Canada, additional benefits 
to the city are already beginning to 
appear. A huge pipe mill is steadily 
turning out the necessary pipe for 
the program. 

By-products, such as sulphur, fer¬ 
tilizers, rubber and plastics are part 
of the new development in industry 
giving Calgary a furious industrial 
growth rate. 

Oil and gas, Canada’s largest 
source of mineral wealth, centres 
around Calgary.

The Dinosaur Trail 


An unusual, and fascinating area 
awaits you at Drumheller. Between 
60 and 140 million years ago, dur¬ 
ing the Cretaceous Period, the 
Drumheller area was the home of 
the dinosaurs. You can see the tre¬ 
mendous “Graveyard of the Dino¬ 
saurs” for yourself. Highway Ho. 1 
to the east meets Highway No. 9 at 
Langdon Corner, and the broad, 
hard-topped road leads you right to 
Drumheller. It’s only 88 miles from 
Calgary to Drumheller. 

It was in 1884 that Joseph Burr 
Tyrell, a noted Canadian geologist, 
discovered the first dinosaur bones 
while examining coal beds in the 
region. In the years since, palaen- 
otologists have found many odd 
bones, and several complete skele¬ 
tons. A number of these are on dis¬ 
play in museums throughout North 
America. 

The search for these clues to the 
past goes on still in the awesome 
valley, where the unusual forma¬ 
tions known as the “Hoodoos” are 
favourite photo subjects. Inciden¬ 
tally, the name dinosaur comes 
from Greek words “deinos”, mean¬ 
ing terrible, and “sauros” for lizard. 
It is pronounced dine-o-sore. 

Visitors to the area can find bits 
of bones, petrified wood and tropi¬ 
cal fruits, crystalized shells and 
other interesting souvenirs. You get 


a brief glimpse of the thrill in store 
for you a few miles out of Drum¬ 
heller as the highway skirts along 
Horseshoe Canyon. To drive through 
the badlands, drive right into the 
city. Good signs make it easy for 
you to locate the start of the Dino¬ 
saur Trail. 

An unexpected and pleasant 
bonus of your trip through the val¬ 
ley is a visit at the “Biggest Little 
Church in the World”. Just a few 
miles out of Drumheller, this 
unique structure invites you to stop 
and meditate a while. A recording 
system allows you to listen to a 
short prayer or hymn of your own 
faith while you sit in the miniature 
pews. Designed to seat 10,000 people 
(six at a time) the little church is 
a favourite with thousand? of 
visitors every year. 

Back in friendly Drumheller, 
make a visit to the museuir a finale 
to your trip. Many interf ling ex¬ 
hibits, ranging from tiny petrified 
seeds of prehistoric plants to giant 
snails, and from petrified wood to 
ancient turtle shells, all help to give 
you a first hand look at the world 
of many million years ago. 

The city of Drumheller provides 
complete modern facilities for your 
stay of a few hours or a few days. 
Plan now to travel the "Dinosaur 
Trail”.

Crowding the galleries are friend¬ 
ly people anxious to show guests 
the things of which they are so 
proud and to have the visitor enjoy 
that western hospitality which 
makes Southern Alberta such a fine 
place to live in. 

Calgarians are happy to extend 
an invitation to our guests to wheel 
their chariots over these highways 
and byways, to enjoy the scenery 
and the attractions of a great 
stretch of country that is distinctive 
in Canada. 


The Roamin’ Empire is a challenge 
to enjoy a holiday of discovery. Fol¬ 
low the 160-mile-long forestry road 
through the eastern slopes of the 
Rockies. Learn more, along this 
eye-opening highway cut through 
virgin timberland, of the conserva¬ 
tion project designed to feed the 
rivers of the whole west. 

Explore the trails of the foothills 
that rise like an escalator to the 
west of High River, Nanton, Pul- 
tenay, Claresholm, to watch the cow¬ 
boys at work and enjoy the peace¬ 
ful pastoral scenes of the range. 

To the south, along the Southern 
Trans-Canada Highway, view the 
wonders of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
and the tragic site of the great 
Frank Slide.

Learn more of how 
irrigation turned bare, flat prairie 
into an oasis of trees, learn of the 
empire of upland game birds and 
you’ll want to return in fall to en¬ 
joy the hunting and colorful scen¬ 
ery. 

Make your way to Steveville, site 
of a soul-shivering provincial park 
that seems to have been created of 
craters of the moon. 

As you reach Medicine Hat, which 
Rudyard Kipling said had “all hell 
for a basement” because of its nat¬ 
ural gas, enjoy the beauties of a 
fine city on banks of the Saskat¬ 
chewan River, make it your head¬ 
quarters for a trip into the pictur¬ 
esque Cypress Hills.

Travelling North 


Highway No. 2, arrow straight to 
the north, leads you thru much of 
the very best farm lands in Canada. 
As the miles register on your speed¬ 
ometer, take special notice of the 
lush vegetation, sweeping fields, 
and carefully tended farm yards. 
You’ll see sleek stock, too, grazing 
on broad acres of short-grass. 

There’s many a quaint town along 
the way. For a change, turn in to 
one of these happy little centres. 
You’ll find, as always in Alberta, 
friendly folks who welcome you. 
They’ll happily direct you to Master 
Farms in the area, farms so dis¬ 
tinctive and successful they have 
been awarded the coveted Master 
Farmer Award made yearly by the 
Alberta Government. 

To the west of your Highway No. 
2 is a section of fishing and hunting 
so tremendous the only suitable ad¬ 
jective is fabulous. Wild, tumb¬ 
ling rivers are home to many var¬ 


ieties of fighting trout, heavily 
forested areas are home to fine 
game animals. And camping in 
those quiet, peaceful areas is an ex¬ 
perience in itself. 

Red Deer is the first major centre 
you find north of Calgary, a city of 
16,000 people always ready to make 
you feel right at home.

As you leave Calgary, and head 
East on the Trans-Canada Highway 
(No. 1), you have many interesting 
miles ahead of you. 

Gleichen, for example, is an aver¬ 
age small town on the surface, but 
it teems with history. The town 
name came from Count Gleichen, a 
prominent German industrialist 
who was a major bondholder in 
early Canadian Pacific Railway de¬ 
velopment. Near Gleichen, the 
great Chief Crowfoot, of the Black- 
foot Indians, is buried. Here, too, 
Chief Crowfoot signed the peace 
treaty with the whites to terminate 
hostilities for all times. Even in 
the infamous Riel Rebellion of 1885, 
Crowfoot remained loyal to his 
agreement. 


Not too far from Gleichen, the 
settlement of Crowfoot has been 
named for this chieftan who did 
so much to bring peace to the west. 

Notice, as you drive, the numer¬ 
ous irrigation ditches that form part 
of the world’s greatest irrigation 
system. A land, too, almost desert 
before irrigation came, that now 
grows fine crops year after year. 

At Bassano, you are in one of 
Canada’s best upland game bird 
areas. The big irrigation dam at 
Bassano pours precious water out 
to a tremendous acreage. 

Brooks is truly Canada’s phea- j 

sant headquarters. Huge pens 
form a pheasant hatchery, turning 
out thousands of game birds yearly. 
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North and East of Brooks, on a 
well-gravelled and equally well- 
marked highway, you will find the 
awesome 22,000 acres that make up 
Steveville Provincial Dinosaur Park. 
Badlands at their “baddest,” as one 
visitor remarked, stretch out in 
front of you for endless miles. High 
view points let you get tremendous 
pictures. Warden Roy Harvey, one 
of Canada’s leading amateur pal¬ 
eontologists, is always willing to 
give you a fascinating look into the 
world of millions of yesterdays. 

Just three miles beyond Brooks, 
on the right side.of the Trans-Can¬ 
ada, you can get a glimpse of the 
aqueduct and siphon of the irri¬ 
gation system. Used to first carry 
irrigation water over lowland, then 
underpass the railroad, this inter¬ 
esting structure is unique on the 
continent. Water carried thru this 
alone, fed by Lake Newell Reser¬ 
voir, serves over 58,000 thirsty acres. 

y'You will note, after you pass the 
•■town of Tilley and the end of the 
irrigation system, the very obvious 
lack of vegetation that stretches 
endlessly on either side of the high¬ 
way. 

At Suffield, look far to your left 
and you can see the tremendous 


Suffield development of the Can¬ 
adian Government. A classified 
post, extensive experimental work 
is carried on here in rigid secrecy. 

Just approaching Medicine Hat, 
you pass thru the manufacturing 
town of Redcliffe. Gigantic ovens 
turn out miles of bricks, ceramics, 
dinnerware and all the many pot¬ 
teries that perfect clay, found in 
the area, can produce. 

Medicine Hat, the city that Rud- 
yard Kipling said had “all hell for 
a basement,” is an unusual place. 
There is so much natural gas, the 
city never turns off the street lights, 
because the cost of turning them 
off and on exceeds that of letting 
them burn. Huge greenhouses and 
market gardens thrive. 

As you have probably assumed, 
the odd name, Medicine Hat, came 
from translations of a Blaekfoot In¬ 
dian name of the place “Saamis”, 
meaning headdress of medicine 
man. Today, wags affectionately call 
the city "Pharmaceutical Chapeau.” 

A pleasant, always friendly city, 
Medicine Hat will make you comfor¬ 
table with good accommodation, 
foods and all the many services de¬ 
signed to make your stop-over a 
pleasant interlude.

Old Fort Macleod 

Travelling South 


As you head south from Calgary, 
you are entering an area with a 
rich, full history, a wealth of fas¬ 
cinating places and objects to see, 
people who enjoy having you stop 
to enjoy their country. We suggest 
you drive leisurely, accept our sug¬ 
gestion to see at first hand the true 
beauty of southern Alberta. Here’s 
a few of the many exciting stops 
you can make. 

The Big Ditch — Just at the out¬ 
skirts of Calgary, a point-of-interest 
display board gives you a brief out¬ 
line on the modest beginning of 
what was to become the world’s 
greatest irrigation system. 

Avenue of Trees — Just at the south 
limits of Midnapore, another history 
board tells of the work of Pat Burns. 
One of the west’s best loved and 
most colorful pioneers, the orderly 
rows of stately poplar trees that 
border your highway were planted 
by Pat Burns — a man who planned 
for the future in a tangible, attrac¬ 
tive manner. 


High River — Here’s a pleasant 
town with a proud background in 
the history of Alberta. A town whose 
people still observe the warm, friend¬ 
ly traditions of the old west. The 
centre of many huge ranches and 
fine farms, High River is also the 
lead off point to the famous Duke 
of Windsor ranch. Camp and pic¬ 
nic facilities, a swimming pool and 
willingly helpful citizens make a 
stop here a memorable part of your 
trip. 

Nanton — A stop at the Tap is a 
must! And that’s only a part of 
the pleasure in making Nanton a 
stop-over on your trip. The Tap 
offers you a drink of cold, clear 
spring water, and the warm hearted 
town folk take it from there. They’ll 
show you the many interesting ex¬ 
hibits they have here and there in 
the business places, give you care¬ 
ful advice on seeing the wonder¬ 
land to the west, invite you to en¬ 
joy their pleasant camp and picnic 
areas. 
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Driftwillow Ranch — About 73 miles 
from Calgary, you’ll notice three 
grain elevators, sentinels of Pul- 
tenay. A sign on your right reads 
“Driftwillow Ranch, 4 miles”. Turn 
west on a good gravel road to Drift¬ 
willow, the home on a ranch. Many 
intriguing items in the Oxbow 
Room, and in the immediate area. 
The ranch is located right on the 
original Macleod Trail, only a few 
minutes from historic “The Leav¬ 
ings.” This original Mounted Police 
Post, Indian Village and stopping- 
off place for stages and oxen freight 
trains is only ruins today, but gives 
you an on-the-spot look at Alberta 
history. And incidentally, you just 
haven’t known good food until you 
enjoy one of the Driftwillow Ranch 
meals. 

Claresholm — Another delightful 
town whose people are true wester¬ 
ners. The jeans and western wear 
you see is not atmosphere — Clares¬ 
holm is one of Canada’s major 
ranching centres. Ask anyone — 
they’ll be happy to tell you of the 
many fishing spots, working 
ranches and tremendous farms that 
make Claresholm the important 
centre it is. 

Fort Macleod — Founded by the 
original Royal North West Mounted 
Police, Fort Macleod is history it¬ 
self. Don’t let the maze of bill¬ 
boards confuse you, or deter you 
from stopping over in one of the 
most historic spots in North Ameri¬ 
ca. Above all, visit the re-created 
Fort. Theres so much of the honest 


history of the continent on display 
at a very nominal charge, you'll 
never regret taking the time to see, 
touch, and hear of authentic relics 
of the west when it was only a fron¬ 
tier. Any interest you may have in 
history can be satisfied in the Fort 
at Fort Macleod. Camp grounds, 
excellent facilities also available 
at all times. 


Cardston — The heart of Mormon- 
ism in Canada, Cardston proudly 
welcomes you to see the magnifi¬ 
cent temple, the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints. An 
architectural masterpiece, the 
Temple took eight years to com¬ 
plete. Of course, there’s complete 
facilities in Cardston for food and 
lodging, campgrounds too. 


Waterton Lakes — From Cardston, 
transfer from No. 2 Highway to 
No. 5, a good hard-topped highway, 
that will lead you to Waterton 
Lakes National Park. Only the In¬ 
ternational Boundary separates this 
park from Glacier National Park. 
Between them, they form the In¬ 
ternational Peace Park. Wild life 
abounds in Waterton Lakes Park, 
making it easy to get natural, long- 
to-be-remembered pictures. There’s 
golf, hiking, tennis, swimming, 
boating, fishing, just about any¬ 
thing you like in a pleasant vaca¬ 
tion. Excellent accommodation, 
camping and trailer parks, good 
shopping all available in Waterton 
Lakes.

To make it easier for you, 
as a visitor, here is a brief outline 
of the regulations, sign terminology 
and such particulars as you will 
find helpful on your trip to Calgary. 


BOTTLE SALES (Liquor, wines, 
beer) 

Available through government- 
controlled outlets only. Locations 
and hours listed below. 


LICENSED 

The above name indicates alco¬ 
holic beverages are available. The 
terminology varies somewhat, but 
generally can be taken as follows: 

Licensed Premises or Tavern — 

Beer only, as a rule. Can be con¬ 
sumed on premises or purchased by 
bottle or case for use in your own 
room. 

Licensed Lounge — Usually indi¬ 
cates premises where full cocktail 
facilities are available. 

Dining Lounge — Generally indi¬ 
cates premises where food as well 
as alcoholic beverages are available 
for consumption on the premises. 


BEER SALES 

Bottled beer can be purchased at 
all liquor stores, as well as most 
brewery sales outlets, and, as men¬ 
tioned above, at all premises show¬ 
ing the sign, LICENSED.
